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CONCERNING NEVADA’S INSANE. 


It is evident that Nevada cannot af- 
ford to build a $300,000 Insane Asy- 
lum in Reno or elsewhere. The elab- 
orate plans furnished by Mr. Cook of 
Sacramento are, therefore, beyond the 
means of the State. The Legislature 
should, however, be willing to make 
for the purpose a moderate appropri- 
ation —sav $75,000 or $100,000. The 
contract with the Stockton institution 
expires next February. The Legisla- 
ture will be, therefore, compelled to 
make some provision for the care of 
the State’s insane from that time. 
They must either build or let a new 
contract. 

The question of the care of the in- 
sane of Nevada has so far principally 
been discussed from u financial stand- 
point. But there are other considera- 


tions, equal.y as important as those of 


money. Care should be taken to see 
that the asylum to be built should be 
constructed in accordance with the 
best systema in use for the keeping of; 
the insane. Scientific men have e 
late years given much attention to the 
treatment of insanity. The belief is 
gaining ground that the old method 
of locking up the insane in an asy- 
lum, like wild beasts in a cage, is a 
mistake. The cottage plan for the 
keeping of the insane, as jn use in 
Scotland and on the Cofoent, is 
growing in favor. There is in the 
United States a society formed for the 
study of insanity. It is known as the 
National Association for the Protec- 
tion of the Insane and the Prevention 
of Insanity, and was organized last 
June in Cleveland, Ohio, by a com- 
mittee appointed for that purpose at a 
meeting held at Cooper Union, New 

York, about a year ago. George Win. 
Curtis was chairman, and the commit- 
tee was appointed, by him. The of- 
ficers of the association are: H. B. 
Wilbur, M. D., President: Nathan 
Allen, M. D., L. L. D., Vice-Presi - 
dent; Miss A. A. Chevaillier, Secreta- 
ry; Geo. M. Beard, M. D., Treasurer. 
Its headquarters are, we believe, in 
New York. It would be well for our 
State Board of Commissioners to com- 
municate with the association and get 
all the information possible,before de- 
ciding upon any plan for an asylum. 

There is something horrible in the 
very notion of an insane asylum to 
sensitive people. It suggests the idea 
of a huge prison with barred windows, 
wherejthe raving mad and the harmless 
deranged are shut up together. The 
burning of the immense asylum in 
Minnesota recently threw fresh light 
on the horrors of the prison plan for 
the insane. The herding together of 
the insane must increase and intensify 
their insanity. Down with the sys- 
tem. It has flourished long enough. 
It belongs to a darker age than this. 

Here is amethod of treatment which 
is rational, humane and economical. 
It commends itself to the approval of 
all who are capable of sympathy for 
the poor lunatic. The New York 
Tribune endorses the method, and de- 
scribes it as follows: 


The cottage plans of hospitals are 
different in detail, but based on one 
general theory that money should not 
be ton enormous, solid and costly 
buildings, inadequately manned with 
inefficient keepers and nurses, but on 
inexpensive, scattered, separate small 
houses, each of which should have its 
family of patients under the motherly 
care of a competent, skilled matron. 
The curative treatment, in a word, is 
individual, not collective; and an ef. 
fort is made to supply the influence 
ot the family; to keep the patient, sick 
in body or mind, in a wholesome and 
cheerful heme. ‘Our readers are fa- 
miliar with the peculiar experiment at 
Gheel, and its long continued, un- 
varying success. Our State bureaus

On Tuesday of last week the New 
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Official Canvass of Calfornia’s Vote— Re-

Sacramento, Nov. 30. 

The official canvass was made to 
day; present, W. W. Morrow and 
Jake Steppacher for the Republicans, 
E. W. Maslin and Wm. Beodericks 
for the Democrats, and D. M. Burns, 
Secretary of State, for the State. The 
totals do not vary the result previous- 
ly reported. 

Secretary of State Buros had it in 
his power to have declared the State 
for Garfield, for the returns from 
Mendocino, Luszen and Siskiyou came 
without seals cf the Boards of Super- 
visors, and nothing appeared on them 
to give them Official identity. Had 
he kept the packages uuopeaed uatil 
to-day (as he might have done under 
the law), those counties must have 
been thrown out, as they wovld have 
had no lawful verified returns filed; 
but the Secretary opened the returns 
as received, discovered the errors 
named, and telegraphed the clerks of 
those counties that they still had 
time before the 29th to make proper 
réturns. This they did.

A Grand Spectacie—Mauna Loa in 


Eruption. 

San Francisco, Nov. 30. 
Advices from Honolulu, by steamer 
City of Sydney, describe the eruption 
of Mauna Loa, now in progress, as 
one of the grandest ever witnessed. It 
broke out November 5, about six 
miles from the summit, the crater 
throwing out two great streams of 
lava, one of which is thirty miles 
long, from 100 to 200 yards wide and 
about 20 feet deep.

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NEVADA'S VOTE. 


The Ofacial Count Gives Hancock 8 
Majority of 741—The Electoral Vote 
of Lander and Nye Countles Ex- 
cluded-Gross Carclessness and In- 
excusable Negligence. 


The State Board of Canvassers met 
yesterday, says the Carson Times, and 
examined the election returns so far 
as received from the several counties 
in the State. No returns were re 
ceived from Nye count owing to 
the gross and inexcusable neglect of 
that county’s Commissioners, and no 
certificate was received from Lander 
county. Both counties were there- 
fore excluded, and had the vote in 
this State been closer the result of 
their exclusion might have been a vic- 
tory for Garfield. In the Elko coun- 
ty returns the name of J. C. McTarna- 
ban was spelled McFarnahan. Washoe 
chuuty's Clerk returned the name of 
O. H. Gray as O. H. Gey, and also 
gave *Morton’s initials as E. E. in- 
stead of E. A. With the exception of 
Ormsby and Elko counties the vote 
for Electors was included with that 
for the remainder of the ticket. Mi- 


nor faults could be passed over, but 
not such glariag errors of Omission as 


shown in the case of Lander and Nye 
counties, There can be no good ex- 


cuse for such delay and inaccuracy. 
Eich county in the State was long 
since supplied with twenty-five copies 
of the election law, which expressly 
provides that the vote for Electors of 
President and Vice President of the 
United States shall be canvassed on 
the fourth Monday after such elec- 
tion is held.

7 Spring. 

Referring to what the GazeErtre re-
